Rome Press Warns France 
Against Dangers of Bri- 
tish Alliance 
ROME, Oct. 5. — ‘Italy's Fascist 
legions drove steadily forward in 
Ethiopia Friday, captured one town 
and expected to take Aduwa today, 
while Benito Mussolini manoeuv- 
ered at home to keep war from 

spreading in Europe. 

Ethiopian warriors are making 
strong resistance at Aduwa, where 
an Italian army was crushed in 


1896, an official spokesman said. In 
front of the stronghold tribesmen 
have entrenched themselves and 
are maintaining rifle and machine 
gun fire. 

(Havas said unconfirmed reports 
reached Asmara to the effect 
Aduwa had fallen already.) 


FASCISTS DISAPPOINTED 
Blackshirts all over Rome im- 
patiently awaited news of the fall 
of Aduwa. They were called to 
their various headquarters last 


night to make preparations for a | 


celebration of victory, but the ex- 
pected word did not come. The 
Fascists then gave a demonstra- 
tion of friendship to France before 
the palace occupied by the French 
ambassador, several , thousand 
shouting “Viva Francia.”

The Suez Canal, is owned 
by a French company—the 
Compagnie Universelle de 
Canal Maritime de Suez— 
under a concession from the 
Egyptian government which 
does not expire until 1968. Fifty-two per cent 
of the shares are held by French investors, 44 
per cent by the British government and the 
remaining four per cent by various European 
investors. 

The Board of Directors is comprised of 21 
Frenchmen, 10 Englishmen and 1 Dutchman. 

Britain is still in control of the national de- 
fence of Egypt, though she gave the Egyptians 
political independence in 1922. British troops 
closed the canal for four days in 1882 during 
a crisis in Egypt. With the French government 
working in harmony with the British govern- 
ment there would be no difficulty in having the 
canal closed to Italy. 

There is where the trouble is likely to 
commence, That is the reason for massing Brit- 
ish war vessels in the Mediterranean and for 
the request of Britain to know definitely and 
precisely what action French Warships in the 
Mediterranean will take in the event of Brit- 
ish war vessels clashing with those of Italy, in 
defence of the League's edict against premature 
hostilities.

Swollen Ankles 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Swelling of the ankles is not a disease, but 
only a symptom. The medical term for the 
accumulation of water in the tissues of any part 
of the body is edema and the study of how the 
extra fluid accumulates is certainly one of the 
most interesting studies in the entire field of 
pathology. 

It must be remembered 
that the living cells at all 
times contain a normal quan- 
tity of water and this amount 
will remain constant within 
certain variations. The easi- 
est way to consider the 
approximate amount 6f water 
in the cell is to say that the 
cell is about eighty per cent 
water. When the percentage 
of water contained in- the

tissués rises above eighty, the tissue is said to 


have become edematous. The accurate control 
of the amount of water kept in the body is 
maintained so carefully that the eighty per 
cent figure Ighave just quoted will remain con- 
stant over a period of years and no abnorma! 
variation will occur, When the cell. begins to 
sdak up too much water and to hold the extra 
water, we must look for the cause in the cel! 
itself, Some change has been brought about 
which makes it absorb extra water. This 
change is generally a chemical change which 
has the effect of making the cell hold too much 
water. In addition to the chemical change, it 
will be found that the affected tissue is also 
suffering from defective circulation. 

An abnormal accumulation of fluid within 4 
tissue may follow when the waste materials 
ordinarily produced by the cells of that tissue, 
are not properly removed. Of course, these 
waste materials are washed away from the 
cell through the bloodstream. As an illustra- 
tion, when the circulation is defective because 
of hear! disease, there will accumulate within 
the cell, a substance normally produced, known 
as carbonie acid. The acid is not removed as 
quickly as it is when the circulation is normal 
and its accumulation will induce a chemical 
change in certain tissues which then soak up 
water to an abnormal degree. It will be easily | 
understood that the circulation is likely to be | 
most defective in the parts of the body farthest 
removed from the heart; therefore, the tissues 
around the ankles are ordinarily the ones first 
affected and the patient may notice a slight 
swelling of the ankles as one of the early symp- | 
toms of heart disease. In the earlier stages, the 
swelling will appear and disappear and while 
the ankles are swollen on some days, on other 
days, the puffiness will be entirely absent. | 
Probably the most common cause of swollen | 
ankles is some form of heart derangement. 

However, swelling of the ankles is also com- | 
mon in certain kinds of kidney trouble. Instead | 
of the ankles being affected, the swelling may } 
be localized under the eyes and appear as a | 
Slight puffiness of these areas. 

The swelling due to an accumulation of fluid | 


will cause a changed appearance of the skin, 


. Which appears to be stretched too tightly and 


has a glossy look. Upon pressure with the 
finger tip, the skin will pit and the dent will 
then remain for some little time afterward. 
Inasmuch as swelling of the ankles is only a 
symptom, it is necessary that the patient secure 
a thorough examination in order that a correct 
diagnosis may be secured. The underlying cause 
must be ascertained and I therefore strongly 
advise an examination in every case of swell- | 
ing of the ankles. }

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1832, Halifax, 
N.S., was greatly excited over a 
mysterious evangelist. The news- 
papers published a report that “a 
message from Heaven would be 
delivered in the market place the 
following Sabbath.” A crowd 
assembled in curiosity. A man 
appeared wearing a camelot coat, 
a black suit much worn and a 


broad-brimmed hat such as 
Quakers wear. He was accom- 
panied by his wife, a plain 


motherly-looking woman, and a 
little girl, auite evidently their 
daughter. The man stood on a 
table which they had brought 
with them and gave out the words 
of a hymn which his wife and 
daughter sang. Then the man 
who gave his name as William 
Jackson, proceeded to deliver his 
“message” taking as his text 
Genesis VII, I, and delivering 
what would be now known as a 
Gospel address, but something 
unusual in those days. Then the 
Jackson family moved off. 
Nothing was heard or seen of 
them during :he week, but the 
next Sunday they again went to 
the market place and Jackson de- 
livered a powerful and lengthy 
sermon with Acts XVI, 30, as his 
text. No collection was taken up.

At a third meeting some one 
made the suggestion that as cold 
weather was coming the preacher 
should hire a hall, This was pro- 
cured in a dance hall, “The Gold- 
en Ball,” and all through the 
winter of 1832 Jackson told the 
Gospel story where during the 
week Terpsichore held sway. 

Jackson gathered around him a 
congregation which grew so that 
the evangelist provoked the con- 
demnation of the Protestant min- 
isters. But the .work prospered 
and in the spring Jackson was 
able to buy a plot of land and 
erect the Ebenezer chapel. For 
a while the mission prospered, 
but, as in so many like cases, dis- 
sension crept in and in time Jack- 
son was left with only half a 
dozen adherents.
